(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


A recent meeting ef New England 
state highway officials and engineers 
of the dmreau of public roads of the 
United States Department of Agricuk 
ture, marks an important pofnt in the 
development of highways in thig.coup 
try, This is the first meeting ever helc 


between officials empowered to act, for~ 


the purpose of laying out a system oj 
highways to serve an area larger than 
a single state. It is the first of a se 
ties of similar meetings which will be 
held between the federal officials and 
highway authorities of various groups 
of states, the object of which will be 


| the solution of the problem for the 


whole country. : 

This progressive step, long wished 
vor by all users of the highways, can 
be attributed to the requirements of 
federal-atd legislation. It tg required 
thut all federal aid be spent on a con 
uected system of highways deg!gnec 
to serve the needs of the whole coun 
try. Tentative systems have been sub- 
mitted by all except eight states, and 
now the series of meetings is being 
held to connect and co-ordinate the 
proposed state systems. 

The bureau of public roads Intends 
to push this work as rapidly as pos- 
sible, so as to lay before the peeple

greatest highway system in the world.

It has to be borne in mind 
that the amount of money granted by 
the house of commons annually for the 
Matinotenance of the crown and the 
royal household remains at the same 
figure as in 1014.
